the visible supply of wheat was caused
by European speculators buying in
largo quantities and storing against a
continuation of the war

week of last year ho said

Tho hearing is being conducted for
the purpose of determining whether
a criminal conspiracy In violation of
the Btato law is responsible for the In ¬

creased cost
Mr Perkins gave it as the opinion

of his committee that tho federal gov ¬

ernment should determine how much
wheat tho farmers of tho United States
were holding The question of specu-
lation

middleman and the speculation in
Europe Wo know how much of our
wheat Europe has taken If tho fed-

SETS FORTH HOW SHE WILL RETALIATE

London Feb 17 Great Britain tin
terrified by Germanys announcement
that beginning at midnight Wednesday
she will consider waters surrounding
Great Britain and Ireland a war zone
and will prey on shipping by sea and
air Tuesday prepared to tighten
freight shipments destined for Ger-
many

Germany had proposed to halt en ¬

score of other products which might
be used by countries at war with Great
nrltaln in the care of cattle horses
nntl other animals are now In tho pro
hibited list

Rumors of a shortage of forage In
Germany and the strict government
supervision there of possible food for
domestic animals are responsible for
the otenslon of the prohibited articles
